Fever Reported by Health Officers.

At the board of health Wednesday 
night there was some discussion araon»f 
the gathered physicians as to whether 
the disease had assumed mddenly ■ 
more virulent form or whether an ag- 
gregation of circumstances had sent 
up the list of deaths. Prominent doc- 
tors say they do not believe the disease 
has become more malignant in type). 
They believe that the fuel that on some 
days there has been four or five deaths, 
on succeeding days no deaths, and then 



four or five again, goes to prove that 
the fever has been as eccentric before 
as it is now. 

Among the deaths reported some are 
of the better class of people. Edward 
C. Kay, aged 10. lived with his mother, 
who kept a fashionable boarding house 
on Peytonia street Another death was 
that of Antonio Corvajo, the agent 
of a steamship line running be- 
tween this port and Palermo.

Statements Showing Cost to Government 
; of the Mugwump Humbug.

Through a mure or less esteemed evening contemporary o( The Time* tbe of 
Befell of the Civil Service CotnmlHiuo have attempted to correct so-called eMRger 
ated statements regarding tbe cost of Civil Service examination*. 

Aa tliey have taken exception to tLe assertion tbat the average cott to the 
Government was t2U for each appointment, I nuote from their statement as follows: 

"In IW the average cost of persons appointed was |32 7» Such examina- 
tions at the one held to supply the place of Supervising Architect of the Treasury, 
for instance, would cost fifty times as much aa an examination to supply a number 
of people to a minor grade. The examination itself is more expensive, and in one 
ewe the whole cost is chargeable to one appointment, while in the other it is divided 
auioug a large number of appointments " 

Admitting the correctness of the above, wo ascertain that the exact cost of the 
examination held recently to fill the position of Supervising Architect of the Treas- 
ury was 11,139 50. The people have cause to thank God tbat each app< iatment has 
not averaged that sum. although that maybe the expense per appointee in the future 
until OonftwM ll compelled to repeal or modify the un American system; for if all 
the positions under the Government should be so selected and as expensive it would 
cost the people ♦113.950,000, which does not include the frequent and farcical and 
doubly expensive examinations for promotions, where employes are required to 
work M examination papers instead of attending to their official duties.
